the present from offering an ans­ 
wer to hit own riddles. 
Most of the bones he found at 
his two principal working loca­ 
tions, Mr. Leaky states, were bad­ 
ly broken, but he did find at least 
ore skeleton In nearly perfect con­ 
dition 
and 
several 
good 
skulls. 
The skulls are most extraordinary. 
They do not resemble the skulls 
of negroes now inhabiting the lo­ 
cality, and 
they are very little 
like any negro skulls, except that 
they are very narrow for their 
length. 
Their faces, however, are 
high and narrow Instead of being 
short as typical negro faces are. 
One of the mosf notable char­ 
acteristics that marks these skulls 
as nor.-negroid in aspect is the 
very narrow nose opening. 
The 
average negro, of course, always 
has been noteworthy for his wide 
nose. 
One of the skulls also ex 
hibits a most extraordinary high 
palatal arch. 
The top of the pal­ 
ate Is 29 millimeters, or more than 
one end one-eighth inches, above 
the grinding surface of the teeth. 
This is seven millimeters higher 
than the corresponding m easure­ 
ments in

European 
mouth and 13 millimeters higher

time be agreeable and a t another 
time disagreeable.** 
He held there 
was no sharp line of demarcation 
between sensation and emotion.

Peddling Pastor 
Draws Up Rules 


BOURNEMOUTH, England, Oct. 
24.—American pastors who com­ 
plain of starvation wages, might 
follow, the example of the Rev. 
W alter Foxen, pastor of the W es­ 
ley Church here, who became a 
peddler during his vacation. 
He made a maximum of 350 
to 475 and had a minimum of $25 
to $30 per week selling socks and 
silk stockings from door to door, 
as an experiment “to see if a liv­ 
ing could be made a t this sort of 
thing.” 
The 
clergyman 
wore 
an 
old 
pair of tom flannel trousers and 
a saft collar while selling. 
At 
other times when he worked the 
story of getting the purchaser di­ 
rectly into touch with the m anu­ 
facturer. he wore a good suit and 
a stiff collar. 
He then made as 
much as IS an hour. 
He has drawn up a set of rules 
for peddlers: 
Don’t try to sell anything to 
men, to the woman newly married, 
or to a man with a bit of money 
who wants to keep a servant and 
a roadster. 
Don’t try to sell in the m orn­ 
ings when women’s hands are wet 
from washing 
or 
covered 
w ith 
flour from the cooking. 
The best period to peddle Is be­ 
tween 3 and 5 in the afternoon, 
when the women have a little time 
to spare. 
The best people to try are wo­ 
men between the ages of 43 and «5. 
If they don’t buy silk stockings 
for themselves they probably will 
for their daughters, and they will 
buy socks for their husbands.

countered since the work started 
Two different versions of the 
cause of the present problem are 
advanced 
in Balboa. 
Those 
in 
charge of the work insist that the 
filling in of the crevices of 
the 
rock of the old Jetty have turned 
the fdrce of the current against 
the beach but 
the 
other 
side 
claims th at since the old 
Jetty 
stood for 12 years without this 
serious cutting, 
that 
some 
new 
element entered into the wave ac­ 
tion to cause it to do the present 
serious damage. 
Since the only new element has 
been 
the outward curve of the 
jetty where the curve 
of 
the 
tracks was filled in for conven­ 
ience of the rock trains entering 
and leaving 
the jetty, those su p ­ 
porting the 
claim 
that this out­ 
ward elbow of the rock is causing 
the cutting, hold that 
this fact 
proves their contetion. Before this 
rock 
was dumped 
in 
a t 
this 
point they say the wave 
action 
was forced into a 
right 
angle 
corner and the breakers piled up 
against themselves, 
losing 
their 
force in white water and foam 
without damaging action, whereas 
since the outward curve of rock 
was filled in a sweeping curve is 
made which causes the w ater 
to 
circle back and the full washing 
action of every current set up by 
the waves works on the sand at 
the base of the Jetty, 
This theory is denied by those 
in charge of the contruotion work 
and the city engineer and city 
trustees and their supporters. 
Supporting their claim th at the 
elbow of rock is the source of 
the trouble, 
this 
other 
faction 
points out th at the original jetty 
plan called for the 
dumping 
of 
reek upon the old lines 
of 
the 
jetty, and that this is a departure 
from the plans of all the engineers 
who have advised 
on

Jetty 
construction. 
The B utte Construction company, 
of San Francisco, which figured 
on the present work, had planned 
to lay its tracks conforming to the 
old jetty lines thus 
leaving

right angle shape to 
the 
space 
where the breakers wedge In. C 
F. Butte, head of this company, 
said in a recent interview w ith a 
Register reporter that he believed 
that a m istake had been made by 
dumping the rock in the outward 
curve, and tha. the results to have 
been obtained would have ju sti­ 
fied the extra expense and trouble 
of laying the track along the old 
Jetty line as called for in the 
plana. 
B utte is supported In this belief 
by a firm of engineers who furnish 
experts for inspection work. 
In ­ 
spector W aser, now on the county 
job a t the mouth of the Santa Ana 
river, viewed the wave action re­ 
cently on a special trip made to the 
jetty for inspection and he states 
that there is no doubt in his mind

LESS CRIME 


A DANGEROUS FIRE PERIOD 


The price of prevention of fire in the Santa 
Ana mountains is everlasting vigilance. 
The price 
of a fire in those same mountains can never be esti­ 
mated in advance. 
A blaze might be put out 
promptly, and at small cost. 
But almost any fire 
might lead to a devastation the cost of which might 
be immeasurable, for its cost would have to be 
expressed in terms of human suffering and human 
life. 
It was just a year ago this month that the most 
costly mountain fire in the history of the county 
occurred—costly in life, in suffering and in money. 
The owner of a mountain cabin selected a dry 
day for the burning of a tiny brush heap. The hu­ 
midity was low. a wind started, the fire was lashed 
into the brush of a mountainside, and in a few 
minutes the flames were sweeping down Santiago 
canyon and up its ridges. 
The story of that fire 
and the fight made against it by hundreds of men 
is too well known to need repetition. 
For fifteen 
days the fire raged over the roughest reaches of 
the watershed, and thousands of acres of moun­ 
tains were devastated. 
While some of the area is 
growing back its cover, hundreds of acres were de­ 
nuded forever. The lodge and a number of cabins 
at Modjeska’s went up in flames. 
One man was 
burned to death on the fireline, another died at a 
hospital a few days later, another’s leg was crush­ 
ed. others were severely burned while scores upon 
scores of men fought to the point of utter ex­ 
haustion. 
How many exhausted men 
suffered 
physical reverses from which they will never re­ 
cover. none can say. In money the cost of the fight 
went to $25,000 or more. 
We are referring to this fire as a matter of em­ 
phasis upon the necessity of vigilance. 
Many of 
us are inclined to look upon the summer months 
alone as the season when we must guard against 
forest fires. 
With the coming of cooler weather, 
caution may be let down a bit. 
As a matter of 
fact, the most devastating fires we have in this sec­ 
tion generally occur in October. Following the long 
dry summer, before fall rains have started grass 
and brush to growing, the undergrowth and brush 
are as dry as tinder. 
Along comes a desert wind. 
or possibly a day when desert air holds sway with­ 
out the wind. The humidity gets down toward the 
vanishing point. 
That is the danger day, the day 
of menace, the day when forest rangers are on 
the anxious seat poised to travel like mad at the 
first report of smoke. 
During last week there came a series of days of 
desert atmosphere, throughout Southern California. 
Fortunately, no fires occurred in the Santa Ana 
mountains. 
Other mountain districts were not to 
fortunate. 
In San Diego county alone four fires 
were burning yesterday. 
The purpose of this editorial is to urge every 
reader of The Register who may be in the moun­ 
tains to use the utmost caution to prevent fire. All 
of the admonitions against throwing away burning 
matches or cigar and cigarette stubs, against start­ 
ing campfires in danger zones and against burn­ 
ing of brush out of season should be observed most 
carefully the remainder of the fall, so that we may 
get through this year without a conflagration in 
any degree as serious as was the one a year ago.

A sea-change has come over the bootlegging bus­ 
iness in at least one great city in the last seven 
years. 
Geveland is said to be at this time the 
driest of the cities. 
Retail bootlegging, the police 
chief says, was a prosperous business seven years 
ago, but has now retreated from bars and public 
places to the kitchens of the very poor and the 
cellars of the very rich. 
The middle class has 
stopped drinking. 
The “real stuff’ has become too high-priced for 
most people, says the chief, and there Have been 
so many poisonings, deaths and cases of blindness 
that a wholesome and justified fear has grown up 
of any booze which the buyer has not bought 
himself in some place where it is still legal to sell 
it. 
The cheap stuff is dealt out from kitchen to 
kitchen nowadays, and seller and buyer alike are 
afraid to have much of a stock in hand. 
The 
amount they keep is small and at sight or sound of 
suspicion they dump it in the sink. 
After a1! the tales one hears about “more liquor 
being sold and drunk today than before prohibition,*’ 
this kind of news, coming from neither side of a 
controversy, but from the police who have the best 
opportunities for observation, is reassuring. 
It is patent to anyone who makes a mental can­ 
vass of his friends that the dry reaction has set in. 
Whether from fear or principle, the percentage of 
one’s acquaintances who make one excuse or an­ 
other to decline the cocktail before dinner or the 
drink of any other sort at other hours is increasing. 


SHOE-CONSCIOUSNESS FOR MEN 


Shoe retailers are dissatisfied because men don’t 
buy so many pairs of shoes a year as women, and 
are entering upon a national campaign to improve 
the situation. 
They are going to emphasize the 
“distinct health and comfort advantages in a suf­ 
ficient shoe wardrobe.” 
They propose to make men “shoe-conscious.” 
That almost makes a man shudder. 
Males are 
pretty sensitive about their looks already. 
Surely 
they should be able to walk along the street without 
furtive glances at their feet, to see how their shoes 
look. 
They might to be able to forget about their feet, 
as they have been able to do since bootblacks dis­ 
appeared from the sidewalks. It is a blessed relief 
not to have boys with kits running alongside of a 
fellow and pointing to his shoes. 
Are the retail 
shoe dealers going to start pointing now? 
Not that a little pointing is really a bad thing. 
To tell die truth, mens shoes are not kept prop­ 
erly shined since the impudent shine artists stopped 
calling public attention to them. 
But every normal 
man will insist that he doesn't need so many pahs 


This is supposed to be a criminal era. 
of “crime waves” as a matter of course. 
lie is used to the notion that there is more 
in this country than there ever was before. 
Yet the secretary of the welfare department of 
Pennsylvania, writing in a sober publication called 
the Annals of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, says: “Since 1875 crime has 
decreased nearly 40 per cent in proportion to pec­ 
ulation. ” 
People think there is a great deal of crime be­ 
cause they see many crimes mentioned in the news­ 
papers. 
Evidently the real situation is this—the 
papers covers the news field better than they used 
to, and so make the daily crime report more com­ 
plete. 
Some critics insist that by doing so the news­ 
papers increase crime. 
That cannot be the case if 
the statement quoted above is true. 
The fact probably is that the newspapers have 
had more to do with the decrease of crime than any 
other factor. 
That is because they insist on drag­ 
ging crime to the light and exposing the criminals, 
when otherwise many offenses would be covered up. 
Publicity may suggest crime to a few weak minds. 
More often publicity is an effective punishment and 
deterrent, aside from whatever legal penalties may 
be inflicted.

Health Topics

SPOTS BEFORE THE EYES USUALLY 
UNIMPORTANT 
One of tho most common symptoms complained of 
by people is a sense of spots floating before the 
eyes. 
Scientifically, these are called "muscae voli- 
tantes.” 
The specialist in diseases of the eye attaches lit­ 
tle significance to these spots, unless such spots 
can been seen on special examination of the eye 
with the ophthalmoscope, the instrument with which 
the specialist looks into the eye. 
These floating spots have been attributed to irrl*. 
tations of the eye, to congestion of the tissues, to 
eyestrain and various constitutional diseases. 
Gen­ 
erally speaking, they are not of importance in most 
instances; lf the person concerned has 
the right 
kind of glasses and keeps himself in good physical 
condition, the spots will disappear. 
Sparks and Flashes 
Many persons complain also of sparks or flashes 
of light. These are sometimes due to disturbances 
of the circulation of the blood in the eye. 
In cases in which one of the lining membranes of 
the eye may be inflamed, the sensation of dazzling 
flashea of various colors may be very pronounced. 
Some people complain particularly 
of 
constant 
showers of golden dust or of large numbers of 
black specks floating in front of the eyes or of sta­ 
tionary spots of large size. In many instances these 
are due to difficulties of color vision or of vision 
generally. 
Sometimes the wearing of blue 
colored 
glasses 
which cutoff the red rays will relieve the person 
concerned of his symptoms. 
See Doctor Annually 
It is, no doubt, the best advice that can 'possibly 
be given to people generally to see a competent 
specialist in diseases of the eye at least once each 
year and not to take lightly any disturbance of 
vision. 
The eye, once damaged, does not reoovei with 
neither does any 
othsr 
highly 
specialized 
organ of the body. 
Disturbances seen 
early are 
treated to better advantage than lf there is a con­ 
siderable delay.

Teaching Alsatians German 


The French, being naturally a logical people, are cleverer ir 
their handling of Alsace than were the Germans. 
When the lat­ 
ter possessed Alsace, they did everything in their power to make it 
a German province. 
They colonized Germans in the territory. 
They made German obligatory. 
They put every obstacle in the 
path of parents who wanted their children to learn to speak and 
read French. 
The new masters of Alsace are making no such mistake. 
In 
the public schools French will be the main language taught, as a 
matter of course. 
This will be done because it is the language 
of the nation to which Alsace has been annexed. It will be done 
also because in after life it will enable the children to move into 
any part of France or its colonies and speak fluently the current 
tongue. 
On the other hand, from now on German will be taught 
beginning in the second year of school. Also, if the parents de­ 
sire it, the children will be taught their catechism in German. The 
French school authorities have wisely recognized the fact that a 
Germanic dialect has remained the spoken language of most of 
the people of Alsace and is generally the lauguage of the church 
for the great creeds. 
Being logicians, the French are going to face facts. 
They 
are not going to try to force the natives to speak only one lan­ 
guage as did the Germans. They are going to make the coming 
generations bilingual, which is all to the good for a frontier people, 
who do business both with France proper and with Germany.

It 
will be the technical skill of a spec­ 
ialized craft. Who alae actually 
spells now? Nobody writes personal 
letters. We telephone. And business 
letter are dictated. The business 
man may happen to bs able to spell, 
but even his stenographer could not 
testify to that fact, and it would 
make no difference if he could not 
Accurate spelling may soon become 
the monopoly of those who also 
know pothooks and keyboards. No 
one else will use it, practically.

H 
OW, you say, will men read, if 
they cannot write, and there­ 
fore spell? Easiest thing 
in the 
world. There ars 
thousands 
of 
University-trained 
linguists 
who 
can read French fluently, without be­ 
ing able to speak three consecutive 
words intelligibly. There are Amer­ 
ican-born children who can apeak 
fluently tho German or Italian of 
their parents, but who write It, If 
at all, almost illiterately. The in­ 
coming and the outgoing language 
faculties are separate things. That 
la the reason the employer can often 
detect something wrong in his typ­ 
ist's spelling. and berate her for ig­ 
norance, when 
he 
would 
make 
twice as many blunders lf he tried 
to write himself.
